It is-the custom of Catholic bishops, the successors 

of the apostles, to send pastoral letters to their dio- 

- eesans, imitating thus the example of the apostles who 
‘exercised their teaching office in this manner. Inspired 
by the Holy Ghost, set afire by the tongues of Pentecost, 

the first apostles announced in thelr encyclicals the 

mysteries of the Christian falth, warned the faithful! 

_ against false doctrines and exhorted the neophytes to 
live according to their newly-obtained faith. We pos- 

sess in Holy Scripture 21 such pastorals, two-thirds of 

which are from the hands of St. Paul, written for our 

instruction and edification. Certain extracts from these 

letters are used as epistles at holy mass, and the con- 

gregation responds to their recitation with the words:

Towards the end of his message the apostle, as a kind 
father, gives a few admonitions of general import: 


General Admonitions

unto us a door of speech to speak the mystery of Christ. 
Walk with wisdom towards them that are without; re- 
deeming the time. Let your speech be always in grace, 
seasoned with salt: that you may know how you ought to 
answer every man.” (4, 3,6) He does not forget to in- 
clade a recommendation for Tychikus, the messenger; 
he sends regards from friends in Rome, among them 
Mark and Luke; he tells the Colossians to have the epistle 
read not only among themselves but also to make it 
known among the Laodiceans, and he has a special word 
for their pastor: “And say to Architrippus: take heed to 
the ministry, which thou hast received in the Lord, that 
thou fulfil it” (4, 17). Finally he puts his own name 
under the letter, with the chains clinking on his wrist: 
“The salutation of Paul with my own hand. Be mindful 
of my bands” (4, 18).

cis Scott Key. 

“Memoir. of 
Roger Brooke Taney, LL.D.,” the first 
chapter of which is the autobiography 
begun by the Chief Justice, says this:

“Up to the present we have been 
considering only Dives and Lazarus. 
But there is another Figure in this 
tremendous scene—the Figure of 
Christ. Let us turn our eyes toward 
Him; let us see what sort of Person 
He is, what He says and how He deals 
with Dives and Lazarus. 

“Christ was a poor man whe could 
have been rich. He could have iden- 
tified Himself with the aristocracy of 
Rome, the imperial mistress of the 
world; could have been born in a gor- 
geous mansion on one of the seven 
hills: could have consorted with sena- 
tors, poets, orators, and the scions of 
patrician families; could have gone 
down to the market-place, mounted the 
rostrum and poured forth a golden 
flood of eloquence upon the multitude 
about His Father's kingdom; or at the 
head of armies, with banners flap- 
ping, to the sound of martial brass, 
with the golden eagles of Rome glit 
tering in the sun above His head, 
could have gone forth to Gaul, Ger 
many and Britain, carrying the good 
news of salvation to the ends of the 
earth. All this Christ could have 
done. But the most astounding fact 
of history is that He didn’t! .. And 
if Christ were here today (if we can 
judge at all what He would do by 
what He did), He would be among the 
poor of the city, not among the rich;
